Let’s all become 
‘backbone’ citizens

The body of every community is built from 
four kinds of bones: 1. “Wishbones” spend 
all their time wishing someone else would do 
the work, 2. “Jawbones” do all the talklno — 
but little else, 3. “Knucklebones” knock every¬ 
thing everybody else tries to do, and fortun¬ 
ately, 4. “Backbones” who get under the load 
and do most of the work. 

As I walk around the town every morning 
I see all kinds of room for improvement. Most 
cf It takes a little backbone and not too much 
money. 

Parts of the downtown area, for example, 
look like a slum — dirty sidawalka, dirty gut¬ 
ters, unattractive window diaplaye. The "wish¬ 
bones” complain about the street sweeper, 
the landlords, the City Council. 

The Beautification Committee installed 
beautiful new trash containers and benches 
along the Boulevard. Local businesses paid 
for most of these improvements. A few “back¬ 
bones" need to do something about dally 
cleaning. A run-down dirty area discourages 
business. 

“Jawbones” keep talking about the un¬ 
cared-for appearance of our residential areas 
— dirty streets, the mess the trash trucks 
leave behind and messy yards in their neigh¬ 
borhoods. I have passed many older homes 
that may need unaffordable paint jobs, but 
have cared-for yards that look beautiful. 

Or, in confrast, there are lovely new homes 
with trashy yards that look awful. The point 
is, every home’s appearance can be improved 
through putting a little backbone into some 
yard cleanup. If there is a neighbor who is 
elderly or disabled, lend a hand. The whole 
neighborhood would look better and feel better, 
too. 

“Knucklebones” say the Police Depart¬ 
ment doesn't give enough protection against 
crime and the City Council does too little or 
too much, it those “knucklebones” would be¬ 
come “backbones” and organize neighborhood 
watches they could help reduce neighborhood 
thefts. 

A few years ago, a backbone citizen, Tom 
Burres, organized the north part of town to pre¬ 
pare for flood protection. Volunteer effort pre¬ 
vented costly damage to homes. This same 
kind of organization could work for community 
Improvement and crime prevention. 

So come on all you wishbones, jawbones 
and knucklebones, let’s all become backbones 
and make our town a beautiful, safe place 
to live and work.

Although May 1 is the 
date of Carrie La Pan’s 96th 
birthday, she seems a little 
blase about it all.

Where does she live? Near 
the cemetery. Then with a 
glint in her eye as she flicks 
ashes off her cigarette, “It’s 
very handy. 1 can drop in 
anytime, being that close.’’ 

When questioned about 


her longevity as she smokes, 
she reacts quickly, “Oh, 1 
don’t enhale these things,’’ 
waving the cigarette. “1 just 
take in the smoke and blow 
it right out again. If 1 in¬ 
haled 1 wouldn’t be here.” 

She nods knowingly, “You 
can tell a cigarette smoker 
when they talk. 1 just have 
one with my coffee and some- 
timers when 1 feel a little 
nervous.” 

Remarking on her clear 
skin we asked why she has 
lived so long. “1 don’t abuse 
myself. No sugar, just a little 


salt. And lots of fresh fruits 
and vegetables,” Carrie La 
Pan explains. 

“When 1 don’t feel right I 
go to the doctor.

The purpose of this hearing is to discuss a Service Charge Report that has 
bc-en filed with the District Clerk and whether the proposed service charge should be continued to 
be collected on the 1982-83 property tax bill for parcels of property located within Sanita¬ 
tion District No. 15. The boundaries of Sanitation District No. 15 arc shown below. At the hearing, 
the Board will receive any objections, corrections, or protests. On February 24, 1982, the Board 
of Directors received and ordered filed with the District Clerk the Service Charge Report which 
recommended the service charge and the Board set the above date for the public hearing. 

In fiscal year 1981-1982, the service charge for Sanitation District No. 15 was $11.00. The 
proposed service charge for fiscal year 1982-83 is Sll.OO.The District has been able to maintain the 
proposed service charge a! the fiscal year 1981-82 rales for the following reasons: (1) the District 
was very successful in obtaining Federal and Slate grant funds to construct capital facilities; (2) 
delays in the construction and slarl-up of some facilities have reduced the District's anticipated 
expenditures; and (3) the District has been able to invest its funds at higher rates of interest than 
anticipated. 

The Sanilolion District provides wastewater collection, treatment, and disposal services for 
the areas shown on the map. The amount of the proposed service charge has been computed 
on the use of the sewerage system. The service charge has been requested to pay for continued 
services in Sanitation District No. 15. This service charge, if approved, will be levied on residential 
and commercial users of the system, and small industrial users that do not file a wastewater 
surcharge statement. All other industrial users in District No. 15 will be required to file a waste¬ 
water surcharge statement as prescribed in the .Sanitation Districts’ Wastewater Ordinance to 
pay for their use of the sewerage system.

Bariolai asked Ryder why 
the committee was still in 
favor of revocation of the 
existing franchise if the re¬ 
ception problems were now 
99Vo resolved. Ryder ex¬ 
plained his committee felt 
Teleprompter’s credibility 
was still in question. Ryder 
said, “We have had to force 
the issue all along the line.” 

In discussing the cable 
drops from the house to the 
TV set, Dan Heiser, manager 
of the Sierra Madre office 
for Teleprompter, said, “If I 
have to change every drop I 
will but I’m not sure that 
is the problem with every 
subscriber.” Heiser then 
vowed to see that “everyone 
has good TV reception.” 

This last comment caused 
Mayor Pro Tern Carlyle 
Griffin to ask for confirma¬ 
tion from Teleprompter’s 
Southern California District 
Manager, Patrick Bresnan. 

And Bresnan answered, 
“We’ve spent approximately 

$2 million to put in the new 
(cable TV) system. It would 
be ridiculous not to spend 
another 20‘ per subscriber to 
put in drop lines where neces¬ 
sary.” 

Another recurring agenda 
item occupied the attention 
of the council . . . disposi¬ 
tion of the old city hall. 

McRea told the council he 
foresaw no problems that 
would preclude the closing 
of the sale of the old city 
hall on March 29. 

The council authorized the 
city administrator to execute 
the necessary grant deed con¬ 
veying title to the property 
to Fritz Ahern and Harold 
Anderson for use in the es¬ 
crow . 

Recent increases in the cost 
of electricity have triggered 
an increase, in the city’s 
wdler rates. 

Because tfitf electricity to 
pump the water costs more, 
the council voted an increase 
of 5‘ to the cost of each 
1(X) cubic feet of water used. 
This makes the cost of each 
100 cubic feet of water 52'. 


Mayor Elaine Rudolph, 
asked the city administrator 
why the increase was being 
considered now and not at 
budget time. McRea re¬ 
sponded that the city’s water 
bonds and the applicable city 
ordinance require a semi-an¬ 
nual review of the water costs 
to insure that the cost to 
the consumer is not less than 
the cost to furnish the water 
supply. 

The city’s water supply, 
or at least the settling bas¬ 
ins where it is percolated into 
the underground supply, drew 
comments from the chair¬ 
man of the city’s City Yards 
Committee, Sam Simpson. 

Simpson urged the council 
to order the clean-up of the 
several settling basins after 
calling them “nothing but a 
city dump.” 

Council members decided 
to consider the matter at its 
next meeting. 

The council also decided 
to consider further the rea¬ 
sons why it had to author¬ 
ize the purchase of two 
switches for the water de¬ 
partment. Two major failures 
triggered the need to pur¬ 
chase the switches at a cost 
of nearly $8800. 

Approval was given to the 
Mayor to appoint Stan 
Hutchison to the city Plan¬ 
ning Commission, to replace 
William Rabe. Rabe has 
moved to Santa Monica. 
Hutchison is a design con¬ 
sultant. 

The Sierra Madre Mer- 
jhants’ Association, through 
its spokesperson Betty Jack- 
son, asked the council for 
assistance in replacing trees 
in the business district. 

Stating there is “total de¬ 
terioration in the business 
district,” Jackson asked the 
council to relocate 10 Syca¬ 
more trees and replace them 
with Ficus trees. 

She said the merchants’ as¬ 
sociation will undertake the 
fundraising necessary to 
match the city’s funds in the 
expected costs. She e.stimated 
the new trees would cost 
$150 each

Sierra Madre's 16th annual Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race will be held Saturday, May 29th, with 
starting gun time set for 8:00a.m. 

PRE-REGISTRATION IS AN ABSOLUTE REQUIREMENT 
and limited to the first 250 applicants. Sign 
up forms may be picked up at City Hall and 
must be returned or post marked no later than 
Hay 19th. 

The entry fee is $4.00, or $7.00 with a T- 
shirt. Check in time the morning of the race 
will be from 6:00 to 7:45a.m. at Kersting 
Court. This is for check in only, NO SIGN UPS 
for entering will be taken at that time. 

The race is sanctioned by The Athletics Con¬ 
gress of the USA(TAC), which appeals to a wide 
range of people. It is open to men and women 
in the following classes: 10 and under, 11 to 
14, 15 to 19, 20 to 29, 30 to 39, 40 to 49, 

50 and over. Also, Sierra Madre residents 
will be able to register in any of the above 
categories. 

Trophies will be awarded to the man and woman 
who are 1st place winners overall. Medals will 
be presented to 1st, 2nd, and 3rd place in all 
categories. Sierra Madre entrants, in addition, 
will be eligible for medals through 5th place 
in the Sierra Madre category. Certificates of 
achievement will be received by all completing 
the race. 

The event is a grueling one, which features 
a 2,000 foot elevation gain from start to turn 
around. Beginning on city streets, at Baldwin 
Avenue and Kersting Court, participants runup 
Baldwin, turn right on Mira Monte, then up into 
the wilderness area of the historic Mt. Wilson 
Trail to Orchard Camp and down again to the 
starting point. The race is a distance of 
almost 9 miles. 

The Mt. Wilson Trail, oldest on the front 
range of the San Gabriels, dates back to 1864. 
Southland pioneer, Benjamin D. Wilson, better 
known as Don Benito in those days of Spanish 
speaking California, had the trail built to 
bring timber from the plentiful stands of 


sugar pine and Incense cedar down from the 
slopes for his Lake Vineyard home property, 
located in what today is the Lacy Park area 
in San Marino. 

Steve Chase, age 26, was last year's top 
winner, which gave him the top award for the 
third year in a row. He is being invited to 
run as a guest this year. His time last year 
was 59 minutes, 43.5/10 seconds. The top 
winner for the women in 1981 was Eleanor Uribe, 
with a time of 1 hour, 27 minutes, 23.7 seconds. 

This is a major event in Sierra Madre, and 
is truly a community activity. From 1908 the 
race was held each year until WWII. Then it 
began again in 1966 and has been run annually 
since, making this year's the 16th annual race. 
Sponsored by the City under the Recreation 
Department, with a Trail Race Committee chair¬ 
maned by Jerry Carlton. Assisting are the 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team,Sierra Madre 

Vol. Fire Dept. EMT'S, Sierra Madre Civic Club, 
and the Woman's Club. 

The City will dedicate the 1982 race to Mr. 
Ambrose Zaro, the man who has devotedly kept 
the trail in good condition for so many years.

City Council on March 9, 1982 authorized 
a pump adjustment charge of $0.05 per 
100 cu.ft. of water which will be added 
to the existing rate of $0.47. The new 
rate of $0.52 will be applied to all 
water used after March 15th, appearing 
on the resident bills in May & June of 
this year. The pumping adjustment charge 
is a calculation which compares electric 
energy costs to total water sales and was 
last Increased in the Fall of 1980.
